Eleanor Maccoby Delivers Public Lecture 
MONTREAL / October 16, 1987 --- Concordia's Department of Psychology will hold 


a Psychological Sciences Exposition on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday (November 5, 6, 
and 7) on the mezzanine of the Henry F. Hall Building, 1455 de Maisonneuve Boulevard 
West. Along with numerous booths from various fields in psychology there will be 
exhibits from an array of areas including Concordia's Education and Applied Social 
Science Departments, Liaison, Admissions, the Library, Academic Guidance and 


Counselling Services, Graduate Studies, and the Psychology Students Association. 


The exhibits and demonstrations will be open to the public on two days only: 
Friday, November 6, from 12:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m., and on Saturday, November 7, from 
10:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. The exhibits will cover such diverse topics as: mechanisms of 
reward and addiction, hypnosis and suggestibility, psychotherapy, memory, aging, sensory 
processes, coping with stress, language, and evolution and behavior. Professors, 
students, and staff will be on hand to answer questions about important psychological 
discoveries, and to provide information about careers, programs, and related areas in 


psychology. 


To mark the event, Dr. Eleanor Maccoby, internationally-known researcher and 
scholar, will deliver a public lecture on Thursday, November 5th, at 8:30 p.m., in Room 
H-l10 of the Hall building. The title of her lecture is "Family functioning after divorce: a 
comparison of various custodial arrangements. " 

A lecturer in social relations at Harvard for eight years before joining the faculty 
at Stanford as professor of Psychology in 1959, Maccoby distinguished herself in the field 
of psychology of sex differences. Her work elicited worldwide attention and precipitated 
vigorous discussion among psychologists. She is particularly well-known for her work in 
the controversial areas of sex-role development and male-female differences. Her books 
include The Psychology of Sex Difference and two edited texts: Readings in social 
psychology and The development of sex differences.
